In 1979, SRP made a concerted effort to find a publisher for Comparative 


Aesthetics: A Workbook. Fifty publishers were selected by SRP and each was 
sent a copy of the front matter of CAAW (pp. l-xxii), a one-page sheet on SRP 


(name, address, telephone, education), and a cover letter. 


For a copy of the front matter of CAAW, see ppe 1-xxii of the copy of 
CAAW that is reproduced here. A copy of the one-page sheet on SRP is given 
on the following page». A copy of the cover letter is given hereafter in the 
section entitled "The other publishers"—see SRP's letter of March 1, 1979 to 
H. Smith of Haskell House Publishing, Ltd. 


Preceding "The other publishers" are two separate sections entitled: (1) 
The Whitston Publishing Company, and (2) Harcourt Brace Jovanovich, Ince These 
two publishers have been grouped separately because the publication effort at 
each of those two houses began before 1979: at Whitston it began on December 15, 
1977, at Harcourt it began on October 6, 1978. 


The mailing to the fifty publishers was not accomplished on a single 
daye On January 19, 1979, 8 publishers were sent the SRP package; on 
January 23, 1979, 17 publishers were sent the SRP package; on February 26, 
1979, 1 publisher was sent the package; on February 27, 1979, 9 publishers 
were sent the package; on March 1, 1979, 15 publishers were sent the package. 


The names of the editors and publishing houses to whom the fifty SRP 
packages were mailed are given on the 3 pages that follow the one-page sheet 
on SRP. 


Why have I chosen to reprint here these data on the publication effort 
of Comparative Aesthetics: A Workbook? I have done so for one reason? to 


make it known to the world that all of these publishers were ill-advised 
when they chose not to publish Comparative Aesthetics: A Workbook.
